Father  Alvin  W.  Druhman,  CPPS,  died  Sunday,  May  30,  1982,  of  heart  failure  at  the  age 
of  64.  Though  he  had  been  ill  and  only  working  part  time  since  December,  his  death  was 
unexpected.  A  memorial  service  was  held  at  Saint  Joseph's  College  Chapel  in 
Rensselaer,  Indiana,  followed  by  the  funeral  mass  and  burial  at  Saint  Charles  in  Car- 
thagena,  Ohio. 

Father  Druhman  joined  Saint  Joseph's  faculty  in  1948  and  throughout  his  stay  as¬ 
sumed  the  affectionate  title  of  "the  man  of  many  hats"  for  his  many  positions  held  at  the 
college.  He  served  as  secretary  of  the  college  (1966-82),  associate  to  the  president  for 
development  (1978-82),  and  a  professor  of  English.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Capital  Gifts  Campaign:  "Renewal  —  SJC  Into  Tomorrow",  and  director  of  the 
Father  Gross  Fellows.  For  the  last  four  years  Father  Druhman  was  editor  of  Contact. 

A  native  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Father  Druhman  entered  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood  on  October  13,  1934.  He  completed  his  high  school  education  at  Brunnerdale 
Seminary  in  Canton,  Ohio,  (1931-33)  and  Saint  Joseph's  Academy  (1933-35).  He  then  did 

his  undergraduate  work  at  Saint  Joseph's 
during  1935-37  and  1948-49. 

He  started  his  graduate  study  at  Saint 
Charles  Seminary  in  1939  and  was  ordain¬ 
ed  May  9,  1943.  He  then  served  as  assis¬ 
tant  pastor  to  Our  Lady  of  the  Rosary 
Parish  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  as  chaplain  at 
St.  Rose  Convent  and  instructor  at  Viterbo 
College  in  LaCrosse,  Wisconsin. 

Father  Druhman  received  a  bachelor 
degree  from  Saint  Joseph's,  a  masters  of 
arts  degree  from  St.  John's  University 
(Brooklyn,  NY)  in  1950  and  a  doctor  of 
philosophy  degree  with  a  major  in  English 
literature  from  St.  John's  in  1952. 

Father  Druhman  began  teaching  full¬ 
time  at  Saint  Joseph's  in  1952  and  at 
various  times  he  served  as  head  of  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Humanities,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  English,  and  chairman  of 
the  Faculty  Committee  on  Academic  Ex¬ 
cellence. 

His  publications  include  his  master's 
and  doctoral  dissertations,  both  of  them 
analytical  works  on  the  writings  of  William  Shakespeare.  His  memberships  in  learned  and 
professional  organizations  include  —  Shakespeare  Society  of  America.  Modern 
Language  Association,  Indiana  Teachers  of  English,  National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
English,  College  English  Association,  Association  of  Departments  of  English,  Catholic 
Renaissance  Society,  American  Catholic  Philosophical  Association,  National  Catholic 
Educational  Association,  and  the  Catholic  Art  Association. 

Father  Druhman's  warm  smile  and  a  witty  personality  will  certainly  be  missed  by  all 
who  knew  and  loved  him.

Science  Equipment 
Funded  For  College 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  re¬ 
cently  installed  state-of-the-art 
laboratory  equipment  largely  funded 
by  a  $156,000  grant  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation.  Saint  Joseph’s 
is  investing  an  additional  $75,000  in 
the  form  of  salaries,  installation 
costs,  and  other  expenses. 

Dr.  Andrew  Mehall,  chairman  of  the 
biology  department  stated  that  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  the  equipment  would 
establish  a  Core  general  education 
curriculum  science  laboratory  and  a 
common  instrument  room.  The  labor¬ 
atory  will  provide  “hands  on”  ex¬ 
perience  for  all  students  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  in  the  world  of  science. 
“Through  this  laboratory  experience,” 
Dr.  Mehall  points  out,  “we  strive  to 
show  our  students  that  science  is 
just  one  more  way  of  getting  a  hold 
on  trust  and  reality.”  Mehall  con¬ 
cludes,  “The  actual  implementation 
of  this  grant  has  brought  all  of  us  in 
the  science  areas  closer  together.”

Much  like  the  weather  in 
northern  Indiana  —  variable 
—  Saint  Joseph’s  winter  and 
spring  sports  teams  have  met 
with  a  variable  degree  of  joys 
and  sorrows  on  the  floor  and 
field  of  competition. 

The  men’s  and  women’s 
basketball  teams  slipped  just 
under  the  .500  plateau  with 
marks  of  13-14  and  9-11  re¬ 
spectively,  but  both  teams  ex¬ 
perienced  highlights  intensely 
satisfying  to  the  Collegeville 
community. 

Two  wins  over  Indiana  State- 
Evansville  and  Ashland  plus  a 
win  over  Indiana  Central  high¬ 
lighted  the  men’s  team  partic¬ 
ipation  in  the  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference,  a  rugged 
league  that  sent  three  teams 
into  the  NCAA  post-season 
playoffs. 

MVP  Melvin  Wood  led  the 
Pumas  with  16.5  points  and 
8.6  rebounds  per  game,  while 
Gary  Plamondon  (13.7),  Mich¬ 
ael  Collins  (11.7),  Rickey 
Bureau  (8.7)  and  Greg  Martin 
(8.0)  also  fueled  a  potent 
Puma  offense. 

Coach  George  Waggoner 
returns  nine  lettermen  for  the 
1982-83  campaign,  and  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  recruits  like  Matt 
Weber  of  West  Lafayette  and 
Keith  Miller  of  Cincinnati  are 
lending  an  air  of  justified  op¬ 
timism  for  the  year  ahead. 

Coach  Sue  Buntin’s  wom¬ 
en’s  squad  navigated  a  chal¬ 
lenging  schedule  with  just  ten 
p layers  on  the  roster,  but  a 
unified,  strong  team  effort 
paid  ready  dividends.  Led  by 
Lori  Salm  (14.0  points  per 
game,  8.6  rebounds  per  game), 
Brenda  Wolski  (7.8  ppg),  Pen¬ 
ny  Salm  (7.2  ppg,  10.3  rb)  and 
Cheryl  VanWinkle  (7.1  ppg), 
the  ladies  posted  key  victor¬ 
ies  over  Taylor,  Indiana  State- 
Evansville,  Valparaiso  and 
Oakland  City  before  being 
eliminated  from  the  IAIAW 
tournament  by  lUPU-Indianap- 
olis  on  a  last-second  shot  in  a 
52-51  contest. 

Improvement  is  likely  in  the 
year  ahead  because  the  squad 
returns  starters  Penny  Salm, 
Cindy  Figel  and  VanWinkle 
along  with  letter-winning  re¬ 
serves  Jill  Burnett,  Beth  Dean 
and  Susan  Keller. 

Backcourt  improvement  is 
assured  with  the  arrival  of  re¬ 
cruits  like  Tammy  Mason  and 
Michelle  Sprowl  of  West  La¬ 
fayette  and  Buntin  is  optimis¬ 
tic  in  approaching  a  22-game 
schedule  that  concludes  with 
the  initial  GLVC  tourney  for 
women. 

In  spring  sports,  the  wom¬ 
en’s  track  squad  led  the  way 
with  a  7-4  dual  match  record 
against  some  of  the  state’s 
toughest  competition.  Sprint¬ 
ers  Jackie  Harrison  and  Robin 
Farthing  plus  weight  event 
specialists  Mary  Rush,  Sandy 
Lee  and  Susan  Keller  piled  up 
points  consistently  for  the 
Pumas. 

Lack  of  depth  was  the  ma¬ 
jor  problem  for  the  men’s 
track  squad,  which  finished 
3-19.  Distance  runners  like 
Tony  Martin  provided  bright 
spots,  but  coach  Dave  Smith 
says  more  manpower  is  a 
must  for  the  Pumas  to  be 


competitive  in  the  tough 
NCAA  Division  II  circle. 

Though  coach  John  Pullin’s 
baseball  team  finished  at  2-17, 
the  squad  showed  plenty  of 
offense  with  five  regulars  hit¬ 
ting  above  .300.  Catcher  Kirk 
Barron  was  an  all-conference 
selection  with  his  .360  batting 
average,  while  Scott  Jones 
(.333),  Jeff  Zahrn  (.333),  Jack 
Emerson  (.326)  and  Mike  Mus¬ 
tafa  (.323)  provided  constant 
headaches  for  opposing  pit¬ 
chers. 

The  Pumas’  problem,  how¬ 
ever,  came  on  the  mound 
where  SJC  hurlers  posted  a 
cumulative  9.07  earned  run 
average  and  simply  gave  up 
too  many  runs  for  the  Puma 
offense  to  overcome. 

Coach  John  Barrientos 
watched  his  men’s  tennis 
team  roll  up  three  wins  against 
five  losses,  including  a  pair  of 
wins  against  Marian  plus  a 
major  5-4  upset  over  well-re¬ 
garded  Indiana  Central.  The 
outlook  for  1983  is  strong  as 
the  team  returns  four  letter- 
men,  including  Jim  Macalka, 
who  played  in  the  number  two 
spot  last  spring  as  a  freshman.

Kanne  Appointed  U.S.  District 
Judge  By  President  Reagan 


Michael  S.  Kanne  ’58  was 

sworn  in  as  a  U.S.  District 
Court  Judge  on  February  24. 
Kanne  was  informed  over  the 
phone  by  President  Reagan 
that  he  had  been  nominated 
to  fill  one  of  two  vacancies  in 
the  Northern  Indiana  U.S.  Ju¬ 
dicial  District. 

The  nomination  and  ap¬ 
pointment  process  involved  a 
series  of  interviews  with  the 
Indiana  Judicial  Nominating 
Commission,  FBI  agents,  De¬ 
partment  of  Justice  Investiga¬ 
tors,  and  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service. 

The  final  step  for  Kanne, 
before  he  was  approved  by 
the  U.S.  Senate  on  February  8, 
was  a  trip  to  Washington,  D.C. 
to  be  questioned  by  the  Sen¬ 
ate  Judiciary  Committee. 

Kanne  graduated  from  the 
Indiana  University  Law  School 
in  1968.  He  established  a  pri¬ 
vate  practice  in  1972  in  Rens¬ 
selaer.  Then  he  became  a 


temporary  replacement  as  a 
justice  on  the  Jasper  Circuit 
Court.  After  accepting  a  per¬ 
manent  appointment,  Kanne 
served  the  Court  for  nine
